Born in the Czech Republic, Paukert is Curator Emeritus of Musical Arts at the Cleveland Museum of 
Art. From 1974-2004, as Curator of Musical Arts, he directed the activities of the Department of Musical Arts 
and performed over 800 organ and keyboard recitals. His energetic devotion to the enlargement of the organ 
repertoire has encouraged composers to write works for him, many of which are featured in his programs and on 
recordings. Since 1979, he has held the position of organist and choirmaster of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church in 
Cleveland Heights. He continues to concertize extensively in prestigious venues through the US and abroad. This 


year, he has been visiting professor of organ at the University of Kansas, Lawrence.
